THE SVSTEM OF 1TINEKANCY. 


During the past fo\v years there has 


been a sort of an unrest among many 
members o£ the Mothodipt Episcopal 
"church-in regard to the system ot-'itiner- 
anoy. In many cases it proved very an- 
noying to the church, because no matter 
Iiow popular a minister misl't have teen, 
hia pastorate was limited to three years. 
There were BO many cases in which a 
church desired to retain its paster more 
than throe years, especially in the large 
cities, that the question became widely 
discussed 
among the poopK in. the 


denominational journals, and in the an- 
nual conferences. 
It entered into the 


proceedings of the "Wisconsin conference 
which has just closed its session iu Mil- 
waukee, and the following preamble and 
resolution were adopted: 


WHEKEAS, The past history of tbo clmrcli 


proved exclusively tLal our ujvstcm of itinerancy 
hua worked well in tl'.e pnat, and we think it 
would bo unwise at this time to uuiinRO the 
same, ft3 recommended by the i>rcsidiii:,' elders' 
convention at MiimOHpolini. Therefore, 


Ruolvcd, That our delegates to the ucxt zen- 


cr»l conference bo inutruoted to use their voice 
andvoto against the* proposed change ol tlio 
rule on the itinerancy. 


This was adopted by a largo majority, 


and a like action was taken by the con- 
ference in Minnesota, and also by the 
Rock Biver conference at Chicago. So 
far, the annual conferences have taken 
decided action against any change iu tho 
itinerant system, and ot course this will 
prohibit any change boing ruado by the 
general conference which meets iu Phil- 
adelphia next May. 


The itinerant system has boon a pow- 


erful agency in building up the Methoil- 
ist church in new. states and iu 
the 


territories. 
It 
has 
been 
a 


blessing 
to 
hundreds 
of 
im- 


poverished churches, and a boon to 
thousands ot preachers who were not 
able to coramanil attention m the larger 
towns and cities. It gave thorn a living 
and a pulpit whan withoiit itineracy they 
could get neither. 
However destitute 


of ability and learning such ministers 
may havo been, they have done a noblo 
work in extending church interests, ana 
the present conferences are loath to rnako 
a change that would throw that class of 
ministers on tho mercy of an uncharitable 
world. Tho itinerant plan has its faults 
and in some cases works harm, but in 
many oases it has its strong points, and 
all thjngs considered should bo retained.
